They were accompanicd by Bulgaria's 
main conditions for the conclusion of 
peace, the principal stipulation of 
which permits Turkey to retain the 
‘elty of Constantinople and, a strip of 
’ @oast territory.in Europe. 

Respecting Albania, it is said in well 
informed quarters that’ the Balkan 
league probably will not object to that 
country remaining under the suzerain- 
_ ty of ‘the Sultan and that the powers

‘The Turks Claim ‘successes -emeinat 
the Bulgarians, but there is nothing 


yet made any sérious atteript to pene- 
trate the lines. The battle may be 
ended at. any moment by Turkey ac- 
cepting the allies’ terms for an armis- 
tice, which are, said.to include the sur- 
render of the Techatalja lines, Adrian- 
ople,- Durazzo and Scutari. 

There is ? possibility, however, that 
Turkey may. decline to surrender 
Tehatalja. While her western army 
has been completely defeated, she stil] 
possesses, according to the correspond- 
ents at the front, a homogeneous army 
behind «the Tehatalja fortifications 
largely composed of some of her best 
fighting material from the Asiatic 
provinces, which has not yet bé@en in 
action. Moreover, the demoralization 
and disorganization which followed the 
Kirk-Kilissch and Lulo Bugas retreats 
appear-to have been remedied and the 
army is now well supplied with food 
and ammunition. 

Under the circumstances the porte 
may. be induceg to make a further 
stand in. the hope of securing: easier 
peace conditions.. Evidently Bulgaria 
hag brought up all her available forces 
to attack Tchatalja, including some of 
the Servian troops, but the task . of 
crushing the, Turkish defense may 
prove'\a difficult one. 

All: Burope Menaced. 

The prospect of European dissen- 
sions arising out of the settlement of 
the numerous territorial claims to be 
arranged after the war becomes daily 
more menacing. Austria has not pre- 
sented an actual ultimatum to Servia 
setting a time limit for a reply - to 
wwrtain inquiries, which she has formu- 
lated, but, short of that, the relations 
between the two countries are very 
strained, and Servia’s evident inten- 
tion to taKée Durazzo will be still an- 
other defiance of Austria. 

Vice Admiral Monte Cuccoli, 
Austrian delegation, today .warned 
the members.to be prepared for the 
rise of powerful Balkan navies in 
the "Aegean sea. This is one of the 
signs of rearrangement of southeast- 
ern Europe as a result of the war, 
which is likely to keep the European 
chang llories in a state of tension for 
a long time to come. 

Both Austria and Russia are taking 
measures so they will be prepared for 
any eventuality. It is reported  to- 
night from St. Petersburg that Rus- 
gia is purchasing several hundred 
guns abroad.

STRIKE HEARING 
COSTSUNCLESAR 


AT LEAST $3,500 


If Morgan Case Consumes Much 


Time Sum May Be $5,080 


ARBITRATION 1$ HALTED 


Judge Chambers Leaves for Washing- 
ton, But Returns Thursday, When 
Paschal Case Will Be Finished. 


Uncle Sam will have to 
into his pockets for at least $3,500 
to pay the running expenses of the 
Georgia strike arbitration. That fig- 
ure is on the assumption, which is 
the expressed hope of the arbitrators, 
that the hearing will come to a speedy 
end when it. reopens on Thursday 


morning. 

If the Morgan case, which will be 
taken up Friday, develops many com- 
plications—-and such seems quite pos- 
sible from what happened in the Pas- 
chal hearing—then the arbitration will 
last into next week and Uncle Sam 
may have to dig to the amount of at 
least $6,000. The session adjourned 
Tuesday for a day and a half to allow 
Judge Chambers to make an unavoid- 
able trip to Washington. 

Uncle ‘Sam Pays Cost. 

Under the Erdman act Uncle Sam 
is to pay the costs of the hearing. All 
the opposing sides have to do is to 
present their evidence and make their 
plea before the three arbitrators. 
That's all. They’ve been furnishing the 
evidence and the hot’ words and the 
counter-charges now. for. nine days, 
while. Uncle Sam’s been footing the 
bill. That Uncle.Sam_ is an economical 
householder, however, is proven by the 
fact that he saved over $1,000 by or- 


dering the arbitration held in the fed- 
eral--courtroom, instead of renting a 
private hall somewhere in the city, 
which has often been done in former 
arbitrations. - 

Probably the busiest people in At- 
lanta for the past nine days have. been 
the court reporters of the firm, of 
Parry & Freer. For five hours of the

That Uncie Sam's investment. of 
$3,500 is well worth while is proven by 
a comparison with the fig@res com- 
puted at the time of the Georgia 
strike, which was in progress the first 
twelve days of October. 

It. was calculated that 
cost the Georgia railroad $165,000, the 
labor organizations $10,000 and the 
public-at-large’ as much as both put 
together—$175,000. The citizens of the 
United States lost over $350,000 by that 
twelve days’ strike and would have 
continued losing at the rate of $30,000 
a day! 

Leaves for Washington. 

Judge William. L. Chambers left 
Tuesday at 2:45 p. m. for Washington, 
after recelving wires that his pres- 
ence was urgently needed at the con- 
ference with Hawailan officials, wh> 
had already arrived in Washington, 
and could not wait Until the arbitra- 
tion was over. “He had made the ap- 
pointment several weeks before he be- 
came arbitrator in the Georgia strike 
question, but he had tried to cancel 
the engagement in.order to proceed 
with the. arbitration. 

In his suitcase he carried a: pile of 
records eight inches thick—the steno- 
graphic report of the hearing—whica 
he declared, he was going to study on 
the train going both ways. He will 
reach Atlanta again’ Thursday morn- 
ing in time for the hearing to be re- 
sumed at 1! o'clock. 

Tuesday's session was adjourned 
shortly before noon, when the railroad 
officials’ announced that they would 
rest their case on the evidence, re- 
serving the right of presenting rebut- 
tal to any further evidence by the 
other side.

W. E. Dowd, sales engineer 
New York Destructor company, says 
that the old. crematory must come 
down, or the plans must be altered and 
the city accept a smaller plant. A 173- 
ten plant could-be built on the old site, ; 
but no room would ‘be left to admit}; 
the passage of wagons. A plant of 
83 1-3 tons could be put on the same 
site, and a 12-foot space would be 
allowed. Changing the plans would 
cause a loss of $175,000 to the Destruc- 
tor company in contracts it has al- 
ready let. for ‘boilers, steel work, brick, 
and metal fixtures.

When Detective James Hosick

“Weeping Thief’ Vogel and His Girl 
 Didn’t Kill Selves, But 
Died Fighting. 


New York, November = 19.—Henry 
Vogel, “Weeping Thief” and “Fagin,” 
master of more than forty girl thieves 
‘who stole for him. died fighting when 
trapped in @ Bronx hotel last night. 
Evidence developed today that he did 
not turn tis eleven-shot automatic 
pistol on himself after he had shot 
one man to death and wounded fowr 
others, but with the woman who was 
known as his wife, was Killed by 
bullets from detectives’ revolvers. 

This new light on the sensational 
affray was revealed Dy the autopsy. 
Vogel’s pistol fired only steel jacket- 
ed bullets; one lead bullet from a po- 
lice revolver piercing the heart of the 
thief, another bored through him di- 
rectly under the heart and a third 
shattered his right wrist. The woman, 
at dirst thought to have been killed 
by Vogel, was also Killed by bullets 
from the detectives’ weapons. 

Vogel’s identity was easily estab- 
lished, but who his woman companion 
was remains unknown. What, it is 
hoped, will prove: a clew to various 
unexplained features of the case, was 
a cipher code in capital letters, writ- 
ten on a sheet of paper found in a 
bag carried by the woman. ~ Experts 
have been given this code to decipher. 

Vogel, who had a long criminal rec- 
ord and many aliases, had thoroughly 
systematized his operations as a 
“Fagin,” the detectives investigating 
the case say. His servant girl tools 
said to number forty or more, were 
moved as chess pieces in a game, their 
master causing them to bring their 
loot to one of several “homes” he 
maintained and then answer adver- 
tisements and obtain new positions 
Where they could gatn more plunder. 

Sophie Beckendorff, a girl 19 years 
old, arrested by one of her employers, 
implicated Vogel, who came under 
suspicion when he hired a lawyer to 
defend the girl in court. In a more 
lengthy confession today she said, 
“Lottie Vogel” taught her to steal, 
according to District Attorney Emory. 

Joseph von Plaszyusky was Vogel's 
right name, according to police rec- 
ords. Several times he “wept his way 
out of court,” escaping conviction for 
robbery, hence the sobriquet of 
“Weeping Thief.” 

The trunks and suit cases taken 
from the hotel where the shooting 
took place last night were opened to- 
day. They contained uundreds of ar- 
ticles of jewelry, silverware, linen and 
clothing and revolvers and cartridges. 
There were also incomplete parts of 
what evidently was a letter contain- 
img the words “It is alt over. We are 
going to kill ourselves.”

To Organise Militia With Army. 

A .detailed explanation of the plen 
worked out by the general staff of 
the regular army and the Army War 
college, looking to the reorganization 
of the militia into *twelve § divisions, 
has been received from the acting sec- 
retary of war, Robert Shaw Oliver. 

Accompanying the letter is a colored 
map, illustrating the changes that are 
needed to bring the national guard to 
such a state of organization that it 
can readily be affiliated - with the 
standing army, in case of need. At 
present, severa] weeks would be re- 
quired to form tacticcl division. 

Assistant, Secrttary Oliver, in ex- 
plaining the plan, says: “The head- 
quarters of the Ninth division would 
be in Atlanta. Composing the § di- 
vision would be the organizations of 
Georgia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina and Florida.” Continuing the let- 
ter says: : 

“Whenever it becomes necessary to 
employ the mobile troops of the or- 
ganized militia as a field force, it 
will first be necessary to organize the 
units called forth into tactical  di- 
visions, and it is essential to efficiency 
and in the interest of the organized 
militia and the federal government 
that all the details of such an  0or- 
ganization should be worked out and 
published in time of peace, leaving as 
little as possible to be attended to in 
the hour when the emergency ‘is up- 
on us. 

“Field armies would be. formed by 
the grouping of two or more divisions 
of the organized militia, or by group- 
ing one or:.more divisions of the or- 
gainzed militia with a division of reg- 
ular troops. Where such: field armies 
were formed, the organizations form- 
ing the fourth brigade of any § di- 
vision so assigned to a field army, to- 
gether with any excess it might pos- 
sess in any arr- “would be employed 
as army troops or as the circumstances 
might require. 

Methods of Organization. 

“In developing the questions in- 
volved in the mobilization of these 
twelve divisions of the organized 


militie, it is planned to detail an in-| 


spector instructor for those divisions 
made up of organizations from more 
than one state. 

The duties of these 
structors will be limited chiefly to 
those matters connected with the 
mobilization of the divisions for active 
field duty under the federal. govern- 
ment, ami will include the drawing “ap 
of plans for the organization of any 
volunteer units which might be need- 
ed to complete the divisions.’’ 

Under the proposed arrangement 
there would be a total of sixteen di- 
visions, the first four to be composed 
entirely of regular troops, with the 
District of Columbia militia assigned 
to duty as regulars. The remaining 
divisions would be composed of the 
4tate militia organivations.

Governor Brown has been highly 
pleased at the results obtained on his 
Cherokee county farm by breaking up 
the ground with dynamite. On ground 
thus broken last year he raised 106 
bushels of. corn per acre, where the 
former yield had been 25 bushels. 

He said that his regular farm as- 
sistant handled the dynamite and the 
cost was $12.50, though on a larger 
tract the cost -per acre would be re- 
duced slightly. He estimates that 
when the soil is once broken up in 
this way, it will last for five years 
without: running together. 

“At an ‘average cost of $10 per acre, 
and one charge of dynamite sufficing 
for five years, that reduces the cost 
to $2 per acre for each acre,” said 
the governor. “If drilled holes fifteen 
feet apart and fifteen feet between 
the rows, and placed the dynamite in 
the bottom of a 36-inch drill, packing 
the dirt in around the fuse.

On April 5 last ThompkKins went to 
the home of Mrs. Doston, who was a 
widow living with her children, and 
after a fuss over the division of some 
meat that the Deen boys had raised on 
halves with him, went off. Later he 
went back to the house, while the 
three grown boys were at home, and 
after more words had passed he en- 
tered the house and was shot by Ed- 
gar Deen. After considerable wran- 
gling, he shot and killed John T. Deen, 
his brother, and fatally wounded Mrs. 
Doston, who died just two weeks later. 
He also wounded Edgar Deen, who re- 
covered.

Rochester, N. Y., November 19.—An 
all-day discussion of the Sherman antt- 
trust law, as interpreted in the Dan- 
bury hatters’ cases, today prevented 
consideration by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor convention of the 
committee on education’s report on the 
resolution favoring the adoption of 
industrial unionism. 

When discussion of the Sherman law 
was ended, the question of taking 
steps to encourage its amendment wags 
referred back to the committee on 
president’s report. The committee will 
make a recommendation later in the

week, By a special order of business, ' 


discussion of industrial unionism was 
set to follow the Sherman law dis- 
cussion, and will be taken up tomor- 
row morning. 

Throughout the day speakers ar- 
raigned the Sherman law as a menace 
to the right of workers to associate 
for purposes of common interest. On 
this point there was agreement, but 


a difference of opinion arose as to the | 


best means to combat the law. Mem- 
bers of the radical wing of the con- 
vention argued that political action 


through a party organized in the work- , 


ers’ 
President Gompers and other members 
of the conservative wing held that 
the remedy lay in the election of la- 
bor men, of whatever political affilia- 
tion, to congress, and agitation against 
the law by time-honored union meth- 
ods. Whatever means is employed, it 
was the convention’s sentiment that 
the law must, in the words of Pres- 
ident Gompers, “be amended or ended.” 

At the afternoon . session, socialists 
urged their plan for defeating the law 
and several leaders of the conservative 
side rebukeg them for bringing up a! 
political discussion in a labor conven- | 
tion. Charges of disloyalty to labor’s 
cause were made against socialists by 
President Gompers, and others of the 
comservative wing, and there were re- 
plies by Duncan McDonald, Frank 
Hayes ang John H. Walker, of the 
United Mine .-Workers. 

James B. Conroy, of St.Louis, repre- 
senting the foundry workers, led the 
attack on the socialist position. Among 
those who followed him was Miss Mary 
McCauley, of Buffalo, representing the 
first woman delegate to take part in 
Commercial Telegraphers’ union, the 
the discussions of the convention.

in which to work out important government policies. The reform 
commends itself from many standpoints, but. if it is to materialize 
it is important that other changes in our legislative system should 
be made—otherwise we may be “swapping the devil for the witch.” 
Objections to the four-year. term are obvious. It deprives the 
country. of the whole-hearted services of a president, and unavoid- 
ably complicates needed legislation with personal ambitions. <A 
president may almost be as impeccable as the angels, but it is simply 
not in human nature to resist the temptation to play politics for an- 
other term. Under our present system half of the president’s time 
is occupied with the dispensing of patronage and the jockeying for 
re-election. The nation suffers, since in the process its chief execu- 
tive, with an eye to the future, is often timid where he should be 
bold, trimming where he should be straightforward, the tendency 
being to postpone definite action until he is sure of another elec- 
tion. Nor is the perpetual-president menace to be disregarded. 


_. But if the country stipulates a six-year presidential term, and 
does. not change the existing method of electing congress, three

Under 
that procedure, when a policy put forward by the ministry—cor- 
responding to our president and the party in power—is decisively 
rejected by the conimons, parliament is forthwith dissolved, and 
the issue is- taken immediately to the country for its approval or 


ment by providing that the senate also must negative a specific 
proposal before carrying it to the country. If an American presi- 
dent holding merely one term knew that he must—as does the 
British ministry—abide by this careful decision at the polls, he 
would be likely to proceed more conservatively, and one of the most 
valid objections to the six-year term would be eliminated. 

The change ‘appears predestined in the course of our govern- 
mental progress. ‘It-must be compassed, however, with due con- 
sideration of the difficulties we have indicated.

1 ever heard of a fowl that scored 100 
points. JI have seen in advertisements 
where it was claimed—but, I think 
that the “ad” man drew on his imagi- 
nation. for several points that would 
not, under a square test, have appeared 

in the fowl

sometimes scored 98; and not one in 
a thousand, perhaps, ever get as near 
as that to the pinnacle the Standard 
demands. In all breeds of fowls, I 
care hot how well bred, this rule is in 
force.

Mechanical Impossibility. 

Engineer Dowd says that it is a 
mechanical impossibility to erect the 
new plant on the old site without mo- 
lesting the crematory. The new plant 
will be 227 feet 7 inches long and 67 
feet wide, according to specifications. 
From the frontal lines to the chimney 
base is 90 feet. The chimney base 
will protrude 24 feet from the side 
line. The stack will be 150 feet high 
and 8 feet in diameter.
